No. ADVT/III/IV/143/97.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 49 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 
1963), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby approves weighment charges for cargo weighed in private weigh bridges 
inside the prohibited area of the Paradip Port as in the Order appended hereto. 

ORDER 

( 6th March, 1998) 

Case No. TAMP/2/97-PPT 

The Paradip Port Trust Applicant 

This case relates to a proposal from che Paradip Port Trust about fixation of weighment charges for the cargo weighed in 
private weigh bridge inside the Port prohibited area. The Port has two road weigh bridges—one with 30 MT capacity, and the 
other one with 40 MT capacity inside the Port prohibited area. Both the weigh bridges were installed by TISCO during 1986-87 
for weighment of their own cargo. They have also been permitted to put a second road weigh bridge with electronic weighment 
facilities inside the Port prohibited area. 

2. The weigh bridges already installed by the Port-users inside the Port area and those that are proposed to be installed in 
furture will utilise the Potts' infrastructure such as road network, electricity, water, etc, for which the port is required to be 
suitably compensated. The Port has, therefore, proposed to recover the following charges from all existing and future road 
weigh bridges inside the Port prohibited area as under. 

(!) Weighment of all installers' own cargo ... Re. 0.50 per MT 

(ii) Weighment of cargo of other users ... Re. 1.00 per MT 

3. The proposal was approved by the Board of Trustees vide their Resolution dated 11 Apnl 97. The annual revenue 
earning anticipated is about Rs. 2.50 lakhs approximately with no cost involved. 

4, The proposal as described in paragraph (2) above is approved by the Authority.
